E. Murray, assisted by Alice Rice and 
others, will be in charge of the kitchen, 
preparing the good meals that we have 
become accustomed to obtain in the 
dining hall. 

Luncheonette 

Next to the drinking fountains on the 
main thoroughfare at the front of the 
grounds, is “The Spot,” well known for 
its good milk shakes and hamburgers. 
Tce cream and candy, as it can be ob- 
tained, will be available. A large delic- 
ious milk shake will be 15c plus tax. 

Store 

Groceries, bakery goods, fruits and 

vegetables may be purchased at the 


camp store at prices prevailing in other 
stores. This accommodation will save 
time and transportation for those who 
will be doing their own cooking. If it 
is your intention to patronize the store, 


don’t forget to bring your ration books. 


Service Station 

Mohawk gasoline and oil may be pur- 
chased at our service station near the 
gate. Of course, ration coupons will be 
required. 

Bookstand 

Christian literature, mottoes, books, 
and Bibles at various prices will be 
stocked as far as possible. It is expected 
that we shall have a good stock to choose 
from, and to meet the needs of our Pen- 
tecostal fellowship. Those serving in the 
bookstand will gladly help you in the 
selection of books on hand, or accept 
orders for books you may desire to obtain. 


Post Office 


All incoming mail to the campground ~ 


will be handled through the post office 
department maintained for that purpose.

Radio message by Evangelist Lorne: F. 
Fox, of the Fox Party of Canada 


From Psalm sixteen and verse eleven 
we read the inspiring words: “Fhou 
wilt show me the at of life: in Thy 
presence is fullness of joy, at Thy right 
hand there are pleasures forevermore.” 
May we focus our attention on the words 
“Thou wilt show me the path of life”! 
The Psalmist dwelt on this theme, for 
he desired that God might reveal to him 
the way of life eternal. Today, every 
person redeemed in the blood of the 
Lamb may rejoice in the path of life in 
Christ that leads from earth to eternal 
glory. The redeemed of the Lord do not 


testify tothe Christian life as being one . 


composed only of duty or hardship. 
Neither is it a burden to serve the Lord 
Jesus! The world’s happiest people are 
not those who own the most palatial 
homes in the land, or who possess the 
greatest material wealth. In fact, some 
of the happiest people I know today are 
actually poor in this world’s goods, but 
they are rich in the grace and power of 
God. They have Christ! In this span of 
human life there are many things we 
can get along without, but if we have 
Christ we are indeed richer than Amer- 
ica’s millionaires! The man who seeks 
the Lord with all his heart shall find; 
to the man who knocks the door shall! be 
opened. The one who digs deeply shall 
come upon: the gold of salvation, the 
silver of God’s matchless grace, and the 
gems of His divine power! 

_ First, in order to partake of this life in 
Christ it is necessary to die completely 
to sin and self. This is beyond the realm 
of human possibility, but we do know 
that Christ is still able to perform such a 
miracle in the heart of man. The Lord 
once said, “Ye must be born again,” and 
while earth’s men of greatest learning 
have never been able to explain the mys- 
tery—the miracle connected with the 


spiritual birth—yet, we know beyond a

abundantly able to lift up the fallen, 
care for the dying, and save to the utter- 
most. Will you realize, friend, that it 
is at the cross where you find the path of 
life eternal. It is there, through the 
power of the atoning blood, that old 
things pass away and all things become 
new. An old life of sin dies; a new life 
is born, a pure, righteous life in Christ 
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Jesus. In the Word we read, “Christ 
liveth in me.”

Making the Gospel Attractive to the 
Adolescent 


Someone has said, “Win for Christ 
at grammar school age; gain life service 
decisions at high school age; and train 
for life service at the college age.” 

A questionnaire was sent to 1,500 
preachers, asking them their age when 
converted. The average age of conver- 
sion was twelve years. ‘Therefore, we 
conclude that after the conversion at 
the approximate age of 12, (taking it for 
granted that we are endeavoring to fol- 
low the rule in the first paragraph) there 
must be something very vital to hold our 
young folks through adolescenee. 


Even though an adolescent has had a 
definite experience of salvation at an 
early age, yet, in his present period of 
life there is a natural dividing of inter- 
ests: between spiritual and social. At 
this point, in many cases, the division of 
interests becomes overbalanced with a 
decided tendency toward the social side. 


Without spiritual supervision and under- - 


standing on the part of a leader, the 
spiritual is soon forgotten; and their lives 
are one round after another of social 
affairs. 


The suggestion was made, to endeavor 
to lead the adolescent into a “life service 
decision” for Christ; if he were saved 
earlier in life. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
gospel of salvation, the gospel of Chris- 
tian living, the gospel of service to Christ, 
is for the adolescent! In childhood, it is 
definitely for the child! In adulthood, 
the gospel just fits them! In truth, it is 
suitable for every age, at that certain 
time and period! 


The difference? Food, sometimes, has 
to be prepared a little differently for the 
different ages around the family table; 
so, also, the gospel must be méde attrac- 
tive to the various ages, especially to the 
adolescent, to balance his interests as 
well as to keep his social interest clean. 


Help the adolescent with his “sense 
of value” concerning the gospel; help 
him to realize ‘that it is imperative in 
his life. He cannot live without it; he 
cannot be a success without it! You 
need not “dress up” the gospel —it is 
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dressed up! It has its heroes and hero- 
ines; it has its thrills; it has the super- 
natural! Help the adolescent to see it! 


Present the gospel in all-of its own 
attractiveness, with enthusiasm yourself. 


You are your pupil's best object lesson; _ 


if it works attractively in your life, he 
will want it in his. 

Present this living gospel to the ado- 
lescent as a Challenge! It has its condi- 
tions to meet! A challenge stirs young 
blood. Being a real Christian is an op- 
portunity for vital success!
